btird was present. The question of 
the Sagamore avenue sewer again 
came up for discussion, and as the 
board still refused to authorize the 
construction of the sewer, Alderman 
E. H. Adams gave notice that he would 
call the State Board of Health to this 
city. Tiie usual amount of routine bus- 
iness was disposed of, and the mayor 
appointed a committee to investigate 
the Mechanic street question.

In goard Of Mayor And Aldermen. 
Every member ot the Board of Al- 


dermen answered to his name when 
the roll was called, Alderman Knight 
being- in his seat for the first time in 
several weeks. The records of prev- 
ious meetings were read and approved 
without question, and an invitation to 
the members of the board to partici- 
pate in the annual parade ot" the 
Portsmouth Fire department on Sep- 
tember 18, was accepted. 


The mayor read a communication 


from the city solicitor relative to the 
Mechanic street question. The com- 
munication stated that in 1885 Aid. 
Janvrin had agreed in a meeting of the 
city councils to dedicate the portion 
of the land owned by him through 
which Mechanic street now runs for 
public use. and that under this agree- 
ment the thoroughfare had been con- 
structed. No deeds could be found, 
however, conveying the land to the 
city, or authorizing the use of the land 
by the public, and the solicitor could 
not discover that the city had any 
rights in the property. The city clerk 
then read that portion of the records 
of 1885 referred to in the communica- 
tion, and Aid. Wood moved that a 
committee of three be appointed, with 
the mayor as chairman, to investi- 
gate the maatter. The motion was car- 
ried. 


Oliver W. Ham was given permis- 


sion to open Market street in front of 
his place of business for the purpose 
of entering a private sewer, and a pe- 
tition from Dr. J. W. White and oth- 
ers for a sewer on Winter street was 
referred to the committee on sewers 
to report. J. M. Martin entered a cam- 
plaint against tho condition of Elwyn 
avenue during and after heavy rains, 
and asked tor an asphalt sidewalk at 
the corner of Elwyn and Sherburne 
avenues. The petition was referred 
to tho committee on streets to report. 
Permission was granted to the Wes- 
ern Union Telegraph company to move 
one of its poles on Water street to the 
opposite side of the street. 


A this point, the aldermen were not- 


ified that the common council would 
adjourn in five minutes, if the board 
had no business to present to the low- 
er body. Notice was returned that 
there were one or two matters which 
required the consideration of the coun- 
cil, and tho Mayor asked permission 
to introduce Judge Samuol W. Emery. 
No objection being 
offered, 
Judge 


Emory addressed tho board. Tie stat 
od that it was necessary for tho city 
councils to pass a rosolu^pn stating 
what land tho water commissioners 
woro authorized to buy or to take by 
right of ominont domain, for the pipe 
line and basin for tho extension of tho 
water works at Pcverly brook. lie also 
requested the passage of a new ordi- 
nance to lake 1ho, place of tho ono 
passed at a provions mooting, as a 
slight error had boon made in drawing 
up tho first ordinanoo, bosldott which 
ho boliovod It advisable to make tho 
Intorost on the bonds, to bo issued to 
defray tho. expenses of constructing 
the n«w plant, payable In gold coin. 


An ordinance almost exactly shnl- 


Inr to the one previously passexl, but 
with tho technical orror 
corrected, 


and tho provision for the payment of 
Interest on bonds Inserted, was read 


by the mayor, passed under suspension 
of the rules, and sent to the common 
council for concurrence. 


An ordinance was then read stat- 


ing what lands were to be secured for 
the pipe lines and basin of the water 
works extension, which also passed its 
various readings under suspension of 
the rules, and was sent to the coun- 
il. 
A petition from George W. W. Gould 


asking th'at the additional expense 
on his taxes for the year 1897, amount- 
ing to ?4.19, be abated on condition 
that he pay the balance caused much 
discussion. Aid. Locke "was of the 
opinion that the additional expense on 
the taxes was counted among the city 
assets, and could not be deducted ex- 
cept by a joint resolution. On motion 
of Aid. Wood, the petition was laid 
on the table pending investigation. 


A petition from R. J. Kirkpatrick for 


an asphalt sidewalk; on McDonough 
street was granted, and J. A. Sanborn 
and Charles W. Robinson were given 
permission to open drains into the 
New Broad and Marcy street sewers 
respectively. Charles A. C. Gray was 
given leave to open a drain into the 
sewer on Elwyn avenue, and a peti- 
tion from J. W. Marden for a new 
sewer on the same thoroughfare was 
referred to the committee on sewers 
to report. 


A complaint against the use of Jones 


avenue for a dumping ground by one 
Dennis Shea was referred to the city 
solicitor. 


A petition was then read, signed by 


T. McWilliams and others for a sewer 
on Granite State, or more properly 
Sagamore, avenue and other petitions 
were presented tor permission to open 
drains into said sewer. 


Following a suggestion made by 


the mayor. Aid. Wood moved that 
the petitions be laid on the table, pend- 
ing reports from the city auditor, stat- 
ing the balance of the sewer appropria- 
tion left on< hand, and from the chair- 
man ot the committee on sewers giv- 
ing the amounts of outstanding bills. 


Aid. E. H. Adams moved that tho 


petition be granted and that work 
on other sewers be suspended. 


Aid. Clark, chairman of the sewer 


committee reported that the city la- 
borers had been at work on the Kent 
street sewer tor four or five days and 
that work had been started, in the 
Middle road sewer. The cost of the 
first would be about $300, and that 
of the second in the neighborhood of 
$1300. 


Aid. Martin asked if a carload of 


pipe had recently been purchased in 
Dover, and if so, said that he would 
like to know the number of feet and 
the price paid for the pipe. 


Aid. Clark said that 900 feet of pipe 


bad been purchased at a cost of thir- 
ty-five cents a foot. 


A spirited conversation 
followed, 


which ended In the 
withdrawal of 


the motion of Aid. E. II. Adaims. 


Aid. Knight intioduced a resolution 


calling for the 
construction "of 
the 


Sagamore avenue sewer, under Hie 
supervision of Aldermen Smith, Mar- 
tin and E. H. Adams, and directing 
that work on all other sewers be sus- 
pended. 


Aid. Wood moved that tho resolution 


be laid on tho table, and a yea and 
nay vote was taken. It resulted In a 
tie, five to five, and the motion did not 
prevail. Mr. Wood then presented an 
amendment to the resolution provid- 
ing that tho sewer be constructed un- 
der the supervision of the street com- 
missioner. Tho yea and nay vote had 
the same result as before, t and 
the 


amendment was lost. 


The resolution was next voted upon, 


and failed to pas« by a vote of six 
to four. 


Aid. E. H. Adams at once sprang to 


his feet and gave notice that he would 
communicate with the state board of 
health. "I understand that Iho board 
Is all rendy to come here," he said. 


It was voted 
on 'motion 
of 
Aid. 


Wood, that when tho board adjourned 
It should be for four weeks.' 


Aid. Locke: "Are the reports of tho 


police on the finding of open drains 


made to any city official, and is any ' 
record inaci-^ of th? reports?" 


The mayor: "Not that 1 know of." 
Aid. Knight for the committee on 


street lights re;>orted favorably on the 


iiiion for an arc light at the comer 


of Woodbury avenue and 
Dennett 


street and the report was accepted. 


Aid. Clarke reported for the com- 


mittee on claims that the bill for labor 
of one Mr. Godfrey was a just one. 
and recommended the payment of the 
bill. The report was accepted. 


A long conference between the may- 


or and several of the aldermen follow- 
ed, at the end of which Aid. Locke 
moved that some one be given author- 
ity to close the city bath house, if 
deemed advisable, before the next 
meeting of the board, and the matter 
was left in the hands of the coonmittee 
on city lands and buildings. 


In behalf of the special committee 


on the bill to prevent the sale of any 
articles to. or the performance of any 
aaid service, for the city, by any mem- 
aer of the city councils, Aid. Bailey 
made a favorable report. 


Aid. Martin moved that the bill be 


aid on the table, and a yea and nay 
vote was called. 


The mayor: "Five having voted in 


:he affirmative, and five in the nega- 
:ive, the motion prevails." 


Aid. Wood asked if Aid. E. H. Ad- 


ams was willing to state his 
objec- 


tions to the bill. The latter replied 
that had the bill been introduced earl- 
ier in the year he would have 
vo- 


ted for it, but introduced at this time, 
tie feared that it might be presented 
for a purpose. What purpose, he did 
not state. 


Aid. Wood: "I would like to ask 


the alderman from ward four if he will 
give me his assurance that he will aid 
in securing the passage of this bill at 
a later date." Aid. Adams made no 
reply. 


Aid. Locke asked if the putting in 


of an arc light at the corner of Wood- 
bury avenue and Dennett streets 
would not increase the cost of light- 
ing the city and thus cause the appro- 
priation to be exceeded. Aid. Knight 
explained that, owing to the discontin- 
uance of several lights, that the cost 
of lighting the streets would not be 
increased by installing a new light. 


Aid. Bailey called attention to the 


dangerous condition of the covering of 
the Madison street reservoir. 


Aid. Martin moved that those alder- 


men who accepted the invitation to 
participate in the Firemen's day cele- 
bration, should do so as guests of the 
Board of Engineers and march in the 
parade. He stated that a similar mo- 
tion had just been passed by the com- 
mon council. The motion was carried. 


Aid. Locke stated that there was 


not a sufficient balance of the appro- 
priation for city lands and buildings 
to properly repair either the Hanover 
street or Col. Sise engine houses, or 
the Madison street reservoir covering 
The Hanover street engine house was 
in very bad condition, he said, and he 
understood that the Col. Sise house 
was little better. 


Aid. A. H. Adams: "I have been 


informed on good authority that the 
Boston and Maine railroad is prepar- 
ing to fill lm the remainder 
of the 


short bridge to Noble's island. Spiles 
have already been driven and an arch 
put in place, so that the passage of 
small boats is blocked. If this is not 
stopped, it will create arotlier stag- 
nant water nuisance in the Ncrth pond. 
The spiles and arch already in place 
should be removed, and I suggest that 
a committee be appointed to investi- 
gate the matter." 


Aid. E. H. Adams thought that the 


conditions on Sagamore avenue con- 
stituted a gi eater nuisance than, the 
one referred to. and a shoit, but spir- 
ited discussion followed. 


Aid. Wood moved that the mayor 


appoint a committee of three to inves- 
tigate the report of Aid. A. H. Adams 
and the motion was carried. The may- 
or appointed Aldermen Wood, Locke 
and A. H. Adams as members of the 
committee. 


Aid. Locke said that he understood 


that a sewer, built several years ago 
into the upper end of the South Mil! 
pond, having never been connected 
with tho trunk sewer. He moved thai 
the committee on sowers be instructec 
to look into the matter and report to 
the board. The motion was carried. 


The 
mayor appointed Aldermen 


Locke and Bailey to serve with himself 
on the committee to investigate the 
Mechanic street matter. 


Aid. Knight moved that work on al 


sewei-s. with the evception of that 01 
Kent sticet, be suspended. 


Aid. Clark called attention to the 


fact that the Hartlott street sewer was 
nearly completed, and Aid. Martin 
offered an amendment ptoviding for 
tho continuance of work on this sewer 
The motion as amended was carried

The Great Storm That 


Sew England In *1717. 


In the spring of 1717 an amount of 


snow fell to New England that has not 
been equaled during the throe centu- 
ries of its history. The great storm 
began in February and buried the 
earth to the depth of ten to twenty 
foot. 
Cartle were buried in it and 


were found frozen 
stiff under the 


drifts, and hundreds of sheep perished. 
Wild animals grew so desperate from 
the cravings of hunger that they be- 
came nightly visitors to the farmers' 
sheep pens. 
Bears and evolves fol- 


lowed the deer even into the settlers' 
clearings and pounced upon them there, 
killing them at such a rate that deer 
reeves "were afterv. ard chosen in every 
tovrn to protect those valuable animals. 


Many a one story house was entirely 


covered -with snow, and even the chim- 
neys in some instances could not be 
seen. Tunnels led from house to bouse, 
and snowshoes were in frequent requi- 
sition. 


Stepping out of the chamber •win- 


flow, some people ventured to explore 
tbe fields of snow. One young man in 
Kcwbury, Mass., was paying his ad- 
clressos to n lady •who lived three miles 
away nnd had not seen her for a week 
after the storm. This state of things 
could no longer be endured, and, mount- 
ing his snow-shoes, he .went over the 
hills to enter her house as he had left 
bis own—by way of a chamber win- 
dow. As he \vas the first person the 
family bad seen since the storm, bis 
visit was highly appreciated.

NO NEED TO WORRY. 


Our democratic neighbor, the Times,

lican losses in Maine are properly and 
fairly to be gauged by the 
vote of 


1898, the last previous "off year" elec- 
tion. In that year, with a successful 
war just ended and with the 
demo- 


cracy apparently malting no real effort 
to do anything in particular 
in the 


etate, the Maine republicans gave their 
candidate for governor or plurality of 
24,000 in round numbers. 


This year the republicans managers 


predicted a plurality of 16,000 on the 
governor vote; some few of the more 
optimistic ones spoke of a possible 
20,000, but they were scoffed at as vis- 
ionary 'enthusiasts; and -democratic 
prophets scoffed at the possibility of 
even 16,000. 


The actual plurality turns out to be 


something over 26,000—six thousand 
more than the most extravagant re~ 
publicans claimed before the election, 
and ten thousand more than the dem- 
ocrats would concede. 


Under these circumstances, and as 


all four of the republican congress- 
men were returned by satisfactory 
majorities, we not see why tbc returns 
from Maine should cause fear to the 
democrats that the next national house 
of representatives will be democratic. 
They certainly excite no such fear in 
the hearts of the republicans.

But a few 
days ago he escorted to aer home a 
young woman who had been calling 
on his wife and stayed rather late. He 
insisted on doing so, explaining that 
he thought it unsafe to let her go 
alone, in view of tho frequent assaults 
made on women at night. Fortunately 
for her the Hyde in him did not as- 
sume control that evening and he left 
her safe at her home. 


It has never been supposed 
that 


Stevenson had in mind, when he wrote 
the weird Jekyil-Hyde story, the pos- 
sibility that what he described ever 
had been or ever would be. The gen-

story than that it was the product of a 
vivid imagination, that the 
author 


sought to bring out in a striking man- 
ner the conflict Between the desire to 
tlo the right and the inclination to do 
the wrong tbat is going on more or 
less fiercely in many members of the 
human family; and

the better part of human nature tri- 
umphs and sometimes the evil part 


airis control. In short, the 
Jekyll- 


iyde story has been regarded 
as a 


kind of allegory. Now it is of the fic- 
tion that is a little less strange than 
truth.

One night as I 
was sitting idly in the lobby of an up- 
town hotel, half dozing in my chair, 
waiting for the appearance of a senator 
with whom I had an appointment on an 
Inconsequential matter, I overheard one 
of two gentlemen who were sitting be- 
hind me drop the words 'the president.' 
The high backs of our chairs nearly 
touched, nnd by instinct my drovrsy 
senses became clear and I woke up. 


" 'The president,' remarked one of the 


gentlemen, 'said that it was his inten- 
tion to adopt that course irrespective 
of the consequences either to himself or 
the party.' 


" 'But you pointed out to him what it 


meant to us— that he was clearly in er- 
ror'?' replied the other gentleman. 


" 'Elaborately,' responded the first 


speaker, 'but the president said that he 
was convinced that accruing results 
would prove that we, and not he, were 
in error.' 


" 'Then we may as well go back to 


New York tomorrow,' was the answer, 
and both gentlemen arose and walked 
toward the cafe, apparently in a very 
despondent frame of mind.

"I was an involuntary listener to this 


scrap of conversation, in which, it will 
be observed, not a single word was 
dropped as to the subject matter there- 
of. I at once jumped to the conclusion 
that the government, through the presi- 
dent's action, intended to take the af- 
firmative of the proposition, the news 
side of which the correspondents had 
so long and earnestly endeavored to 
ascertain. With a straight tip as to the 
course of the government the corre- 
spondent could do the rest, while with 
the wrong tip he could not only make 
his paper ridiculous, but would in all 
probability lose his position; hence the 
care in making n scare head, page wide 
story. 


"In the furtherance of my conclusion 


my paper had the 'bent' of the season 
the following morning, as I stated the 
facts as though they came from official 
sources, ns, indeed, such I considered 
them. To my mind, as a correspondent, 
it was as clear as if the president him- 
self had given me the information. Two 
days after a member of the cabinet 
gave out officially what I had wired 
over and with it the announcement that 
the 'l^ak' had occasioned much 'annoy- 
ance, and its source would bo investi- 
gated thoroughly.' It Is here given cor- 
rectly for tho first time."— Washington 
Star.

tields numbers of women and children, 
diligently picking up one by one the 
scattered ears and forming them into 
neat little sheaves, which they carry 
in their Irinds until large enough to be 
bound up.

all the booty is bound up in cloths and 
carried home on the heads of the 
gleaners. At home they thrash it out 
by hand and sell the grain or use it 
for their chickens. 
The gathering of 


a half peck is usually a full day's work 
for a child, and often a woman spends 
a whole day in gathering very little 
more. 
Gleaning, however, is looked 


upon somewhat in the light of a picnic. 
The mother and children leave home in 
the morning, take with them food for 
the day, and stay out in the fields until 
nightfall.—Detroit Free Press.
